Gustavus Brown, M. D. of “Rich Hill, Chattes County, Md. 
and Laird of Mainside and House Byers, Roxburg, Scotland, 
B. Dalkeith Scotland Avril 10, 1689, died of apoplexy at 
Rich Hill, Anril 1762. He married first in 1710, Frances 
Fowke, B. Feb. 2, 1691, D. Nov. 8, 1744; daughter of 

Col. Gerard Fowke and his wife Sarah Burdett, of Charles 
County, married second in 1746/7 Margaret (Black) Boyd,

Dr. Brown is supposed to have studied at the University 
of Edinburg, though his name does not occur in their 
published catalogueIn his old Preyer Book he recorded, 

*] came into Maryland May 1708. His first appearance in 
the Province was as follows: 

"When a youth of 19 he became a Surgeon's mate or Surgeon 
on one of the royal or King's ships that came to the Colony 
in the Chesaveake Bay, 1708. While his ship lay anchor he 
went on shore, but before he could return a severe storm 
arose, which made it ismpussxnika@ necessary for the ship to 
weigh anchor and put out to sea. The young man was left 
With nothing but the clothes on his back. He quickly made 
himself known, and informed the planters of his willing- 


ness to serve them if he could be provided with instruments 


and medicines, leaving them to judge if he was worthy of 


their confidence. He began his practice of medicine in 


Nansemond, Md. He soon gained respect and succeeded beyond 





his expectations. He married into a wealthy family, made 
a large fortune, and wishing to lay his bones in his own 
loved Scotland, returned there with his family and became 
possessed by purchase or inheritance of the land he dis- 
posed of in his will. His wife became dissatisfied with 
Scotland and he returned in 1734 to Maryland, where he had 


years before purchased "Rich Hill” in Charles County. 


Dr. Brown not only acquired an extensive and lucrative 
practice in Charles County, but he became a prominent 


man in the affeirs of the County. 


Mrs. Frances Brown lies buried at "Dipple”™ on the Potomac 
River in the County of Stafford, Vae, on one of the estates 
of her son-in-law Rev. James Scott. Her tomb bears this 
record; 

"Here lyeth the body of Frances, the wife of Dr. Gustavus 
Brown of Charles County, Maryland. By her he had twelve 
children, of whom one son and seven daughters survive her, 
She was a daughter of Mr. Gerard Fowke, late of Maryland, 
and s@kkks descended from the Fowkes of Gunston Hall in 
Staffordshire, England. She was born Feb. 2, 1691, and 
died much lamented on the 8th of November, 1744 in the 
fifty-fourth year of her kifs# age.

Col Gerard Fowke was born Stafford, England, the son of 
Roger Fowke and his wife Mary ------, of Gunston Hall, 
Stafford England; died in Virginie 1669. His wife was 
Ann either the daughter or widow of Sdeee Chandler of 
Port Tobacco, Md. 


He was Burgess for Westmoreland County, Va. in 1663,

He removed to Charles Sounty, Mi.in 1664, locating ah

Gerrard Fowke was unanimously elected by the Maryland 
Assembly Burgess for hakkasxurzasxxfaxr for Charles County 
and was made Justice for the said County, Oct. 22, 1667.
